which refines crude oil, and the crack¬ 
ing procedure used to refine the resi¬ 
due from the topping unit,” an offic¬ 
ial of Gas and Oil Products stated in 
explaining the new process. 

Under the new process, the vapor 
gases from the cracking unit are com¬ 
pressed and then scrubbed with a so¬ 
lution that removes sulphur com¬ 
pounds found in the natural gasoline. 
These sulphur-free vapor gases are 
further compressed and heated to the 
desired reaction temperautre at which 
time they are passed through a bed 
of material, known as a “catalyst” 
which converts them into a high grade 
gasoline. This polymerized gasoline 
is then separated from the residual 
gas and blended with regular refinery 
motor fuel. 

“The polymerized gasoline has an 
octane blending value of 90, which 
means that when it is blended with 
the refinery gasoline, the total blend 
is a higher quality product that it was 
formerly possible to produce. It is 
therefore now possible to produce a 
higher octane Ethyl gasoline, using 
less tetra-ethyl lead fluid than former¬ 
ly, not only saving the lead fluid for 
aviation gasoline, for which it is ur¬ 
gently needed, but also producing a 
better quality motor fuel at the same 
time,” he stated.

Increase Acreage 
Of Flax For 1943 


The following statement has been 
prepared by the Provincial Farm for 
Victory Committee in explanation of 
the situation relative to the produc¬ 
tion of flax in 1943. 

An increased acreage of flax should 
be grown in Alberta in 1943. As a 
cash crop, last year flax proved very 
valuable, especially where shipments 
were grown or could be made up to 
carload lots. In an area where only a 
small acreage was grown, farmers ex¬ 
perienced some difficulty in delivering 
the flax to an elevator, since storage 
for a few hundred bushels tied up 
space that would store a carload of 
grain. This same situation will likely 
prevail again this year. 

Early In December of last year, a 
67% increase in flax acreage was ask¬ 
ed for by the Dominion Government. 
Later it appeared that some difficulty 
might be found in marketing as much 
flax as was produced in 1942, because 
crushing facilities might not be avail¬ 
able. It appears new that flax re¬ 
quirements from this country in 1943 
for shipment to the United States and

CONTINGENT OF CANADIAN NURSES 


At long last Canada's coast to coast 
highway is an accomplished fact. Two 
years ago the only unfinished portion 
was a gap in northern Ontario, a 163 
mile stretch from Geraldton to Heart. 
It is now built. 

War speeded the completion. Can¬ 
ada was divided front west, by a great 
wilderness pierced only by two trans¬ 
continental railway lines. The Great 
l akes shipping service was limited to 
little more than half a year. All move¬ 
ment of goods and people between 
eastk and west depended on the two 
lines\ of steel. Any accident of maj¬ 
or proportion on the railway lines, 
sued)/as destruction of a big bridge, 
'might suspend traffic for months. So 
the highway completion was under¬ 
taken as a military expedient. 

• In the winter of 1940 a huge mech¬ 
anized army invades! Ontario’s north- 
land. Heavily timbered, uninhabited, 
the highway lay many miles from 
the railway, which was the base of 
supplies. A 4 foot blanket of snow 
added to difficulty, and as spring 
broke, and frost came out the tote 
,o;id‘dissolved in soup. It was arduous 
labor, but stage by stage the work 
went forward. 

The roadbed is 30 feet wide, and 
paralleled by ditches screened by rows 
.of.trees. Curves and grades are reas¬ 
onable. The shortage, of steel made it 
necessary • to use native timbers for 
hridgework and these can later be re¬ 
placed. 

v; And so Canada’s Main Street is 
now completed. It is the final chap¬ 
ter in the story of Confederation. - It 
ha-; eliminated the barrier that sep¬ 
arated east and west and its construc¬ 
tion is the vindication of Ontario’s 
northland. It opens up iby meai\p of 
bypaths, wonderful hunting grounds, 
great lakes and riveTS, forests of 
hardwood, and undetermined riches in 
mine als and waterpower. 

I et as wait the day when present 
restrictions that curtail motoring will 
be removed and all Canada can tra¬ 
verse Main Street. — Voice of Motor-

A. Objective: The Order makes available 
for essential employments the services of men 
in classes already designated under National 
Selective Service Mobilization Regulations, 
who are now employed in specified non- 
essential employments. 

B. EMPLOYMENTS COVERED BY THIS 
ORDER: Men, of the specified categories, 
■re covered if now employed at: (1) ta¬ 
vern* or liquor, wine and beer stores; 
(2) retail sale of randy, confeelinnery, 
tobacco, books, stationery, news; (3) bar¬ 
ber shops and beauty parlours; (4) retail 
and wholesale florists; (5) service stations 
(gasoline-filling stations); (6) retail sale 
of motor vehicles or accessories; (7) retail 
sale of sporting goods or mysiral instru¬ 
ments) (8) waiter, taxi driver, elevator 
operator, hotel bell boy, domestic servant; 
(9) any occupation in or directly associated 
with entertainment, including hut not 
restricted to theatres, film agencies, motion 
picture companies, clubs, howling alleys, 
pool rooms; (10) any occupation in nr 
directly associated with dyeing, rivalling, 
and pressings (not including laundry 
work); baths; guide service; shoe shining. 

C. AGE AND MARITAL CLASSES OF 
MEN COVERED BY THIS ORDER; 
(«) Every man born in any year from 


(inclusive) who, since July 15, 1940, has 
been divorced or judicially separated. 

D. Procedure to be Followed: All men as 

defined above must report to an Employment 
and Selective Service Office not later than 
May 19, 1943. Men resident outsidfe a city 
or town having an Employment and Selective 
Service Office, too far removed to call per¬ 
sonally, may write to the nearest office, and 
await further directions. 

E. OBLIGATIONS OF EMPLOYEES: 
When directed to accept employment, men 
referred to in Paragraphs H and C above 
are required by the Regulations to follow 
the dirertion, 

F. OBLIGATIONS OK EMPLOYERS: It 

will be illegal for an employer to retain in 
his rmploy after May 19th, 1943, any men 
referred to in Paragraphs It and ,C above, 
unless a special permit has been obtained 
from Selective Service. 

G. Transportation: Provision will be made 
for transportation of men moved to a new 
place of residence. 

II. Appeals: If objecting to transfer to other 
employment when directed, a man may 
enter appeal with a Court of Referees within 
7 days. ,
